Additional Backup Information:

The proposed amendment will increase the authorization allowing Austin Public Library (APL) to continue
utilizing radio frequency identification (RFID) technology on all materials circulated throughout the library
system. The Bibliotheca hardware and software physically communicates with RFID tags to carry out the
circulation process and security of materials at each APL location. The equipment used by staff at circulation
desks, security gates, and self-check kiosks utilizes the hardware and software to interact with the RFID tags
and integrate inventory control with APL’s main application and database.

A delay in approving or a failure to approve this amendment would require APL to procure equipment utilized
to track, circulate, and secure millions of library material assets.
